Belching 

Question: E. U. writes: “Please 
let me know what causes belching of 
gas for 24 hours without stopping.’ 

Answer: Most cases-of this kind 
come from the patient first having 
a large amount of stomach gas, and 
then swallowing air while an effort 
is being made to get rid of the gas 
through belching. In this way pa- | 
tients often actually swallow more 
air and increase their discomfort. In 
other cases there may be a con- 
tinued large amount of gas due to 
the bile from the intestines flowing 
back into the stomach. As the bile 
is an alkaline secretion there is a 
certain amount of gas formed in the 
stomach when this alkaline bile 
comes in contact with the acid of 
the gastric juice.

City noises are disturbing though 
we get used to them, Sounds are good 
in-between “cases” because they may 
carry & message and may not; a noise 
both is something and means some- 
thing. Odors are sensory “cases": 
they annoy or they please by what 
they are rather than by What they 
mean. But an odor becomes depress- 
ng by association, such as with flow- 
ors used at funerals, with disinfect- 
ants reniiniscent of hospitals. 
Sights are too messageful to be 
quite sensory, though as colors they 
suggest the moods of “blue,” “red,” 
“yellow,” “black.” But when some 
persons find residence in the moun- 
tains impressive and others oppressive 
we are dealing with moods of a much 
higher order of one farther along in 
the stages of psychological growth, In 
brief, the sensory factor in mental and 
emotional experience plays an inter-
